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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 33, 47-53 are pending in the application. 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on 2/2/05. 

Response to Amendment 
The finality of the office action mailed on 1 1/2/04 has been withdrawn in view of the new 
grounds of rejection as set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 49 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 49, the recitation of "a purified and isolated host cell comprising a 
nucleic acid molecule of claim 33" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear how a 
purified and isolated nucleic acid molecule can be inside an host cell. In other words, claim 33 is 
drawn to a purified and isolated nucleic acid molecule, wherein said nucleic acid is inside a host 
cell, it can no longer to "purified and isolated." Amending the claim to recite "host cell 
comprising the vector of claim 48" would obviate this rejection. 

Suggestions to claim amendment 

Claims 33 recites "a purified and isolated nucleic acid molecule comprising (i) a nucleic 
acid sequence comprising the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 13." It appears redundant to recite 
nucleic acid molecule comprising twice. Amending the claims to "a purified and isolated nucleic 
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acid molecule comprising (i) the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 13" is recommended. Same 
amendment is also recommended to claim 52. In addition, it is suggested to change "a" to "the" 
in the dependent claims. For example, claim 47, "the nucleic acid molecule of claim 33" instead 
of "a nucleic molecule of claim 33." Note, this is not a rejection, but suggestions to make the 
claims to clearly and precisely recite the claimed invention. 

Sequence Compliance 
This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions 
for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). 
However, this application fails to con^ly with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821(d) 
because the Application contains references to sequences in the specification that fail to recite a 
"SEQ ID NO." For example, the sequences in Figure 4 and 41 fail to recite a SEQ ID NO. The 
above reasons are set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures.
